Always Took n Keen Interest ia 
Educatiemi and Social 
Reform. 

The English Department of the 
Faculty of Arts has sustained a great 
loas this year in the person of Miss 
Cameron, who gave up the work in 
the University and left last October 
for England. 

Misa Cameron, who was born In 
Baddeck, on the Braa d'Or Lakes of 
Nora Scotia, came to McGill in 1891, 
taking an honour course in English 
Literature. She was the Shakespeare 
Gold Medallist of 1896, and received 
her M.A. degree in 1896. For the last 
twenty years she has been a member 
of the Faculty of Arts, and one of the 
resident staff of the Royal Victoria 
Colles*. > 

Miss Cameron did not confine her 
i attention entirely to her work in the 
i English Department, but took an active 
interest in all college affairs. She 
has been an invaluable member of the 
board of the University Settlement ror 
many years and an untiring worker 
In the Alumnae Society. She was of 
great assistance during the early years 
of the University Magazine, and h^as 
pained the gratitude of the successive 
members of the R.V.C. Defta Sigma 
iSoclety for the help and advice which 
jSbe has given as honorary president 
lof that society since its foundation. 
Miss Cameron was also a member pf 
the Parks and Playgrounds Committee, 
and was very much interested in the 
milk station which wss established 
lately in connection with. the Univer- 
sity Settlement. "The McGill Women's 
Union can testify to her invaluable 
assistance since the beginning of the 
war, and her great activity in knitting 
socks for McGill men overseas. Be-
